The following is the full text of the of- 
ficial statement of the International Paper 
Company to the governors of the New 
York Stock Exchange, who, at their regu- 
lar meeting, listed $8,408,000 of the com- 
pany’s first co mortgage 6 per 
cent. gold coupon ds, Nos. 1 to 7,985 in- 
clusive, 8,011 to 8,185, 8,700 to 8,947 inclu- 
sive, and also admitted to the regular list 
$20,530,700 preferred stock and $16,040,400 
common stock. 

The committee on stock list was also em- 
powered to add ‘to the list additional 
amounts of the bonds to an aggregate 
amount not exceeding $100,000, as advice 
shall be received that the same have been 
issued in exchange for existing bonds.

The total authorized issue under said mortgage 
is $10,000,000 of bonds, consisting of coupon bonds 
of the par value of $1,000 each, numbered consecu- 
tively from 1 upwards, all of which coupon bonds 
are dated February 1» 1898, and will mature upon 
the first day of February, in the year 19:8, and 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per an- 
num, payable February 1 and August 1 in each 
year, both principal and interest being payable at 
the office or agency of the paper company in the 
city of New York, in gold coin of the United 
States of the standard of weight and fineness as 
it existed February 1, 1898. 

The said bonds are in part secured by a sinking 
fund, provided for in the trust deed or mortgage,

~The International Paper Company is 
very desirous of having it tinderstood that, 
as a company, it has nothing to do with the 
movements of its stock on the exchange.

news, 40 tons daily; wood pulp board, 30 
tons daily; wood pulp (dry), 90 tons daily, 
and sulphite, 60 tons daily. 

The trade, more than Wall street, has 
been much interested in another move of 
the International Paper Company, which 
is not looked upon in all quarters as being 
the wisest and best. After the war closed 
and the demand for news fell off the com- 
pany found its paper piling up on its hands. 
Something had to be done to relieve the 
over-production, and it was finally decided 
to turn some of the machines on to ma- 
nillas. When this determination became 
known there went up a howl from tlie ma- 
nilla manufacturers, and a delegation from 
the Black River Valley waited upon the In- 
ternational Paper Company and_ respect- 
fully asked the reason why. They were 
pacified and given to understand that they 
were needlessly alarmed. They returned to 
their homes satisfied. 


4 Much to their disgust. however, the next 


thing they heard was that the International 
had four machines on manillas. 

There immediately followed the appoint- 
ment of R. D: Ingraham as “head of the 
manilla department,” and Mr. Ingraham 


armed himself with samples and forthwith 
sallied out into the local trade to take or- 
ders. He showed a manilla paper which 
was designed to take the place of the well- 
known “H & W” No.1 grade. It was to 
be made at the Glen mill. 

The manilla manufacturers became at 
once much exercised over the turn affairs 
had taken, and several are now talking of 
running their machines on news, if the In- 
ternational Paper Company. begins price- 
cutting. It is said that the Hollingsworth 
& Whitney Company alone could turn out 
over 100 tons of print per day within six 
months. 

The International Paper Company, it is 
said, will go into the manufacture of ma- 
nillas on a big scale. It.is.understood to 
be arranging: for stores im all the principal 
cities to sell its product. Neither Mr. 
Parks nor Mr. Dillon, both of whom are 
credited with a knowledge of all the detdils 
of the ‘company’s plans in this direction, 
could beinterviewed on the subject yester- 
day.

William “Allan &° Co., stationers and 
printers, 470 Broadway, New York, were 
damaged by fire and water December 28. 
Loss, $5,000; insurance, $13,500. 

The Gilbert Job Printing Company, the 
J. J. Beitler Printing Company and the 
National Job Printing Company, 141-143 
West Twenty-fourth street, New York, 
were all damaged by fire and water on De- 
cember 26. The total loss was about 
$8,000. . 

Fire December 25 destroyed a large pulp 
mill and adjoining sheds, recently pur- 
chased by Elias Thomas, Portland, Me., 
from the Berlin Falls Fibre Company, Ber- 
lin, N. H. During the fire seven men 
were caught under the roof of one of the 
sheds, and before they could be rescued all 
were severely burned, When the fire broke 
out a heavy wind was blowing, and it was 
only by the most desperate work on the 
part of the firemen that the pulp and paper 
mills of the Berlin Mills Company were 
saved. The mill was originally built in 1878 
by H. H. Furbush as a chemical pulp mill, 
and afterward sold to the Berlin Falls Fi- 
bre Company under the foreélosure of a 
mortgage of $50,000. It has been lying 
idle, however, several years, and it is un- 
derstood that there was no insurance, either 
on the mill or on the sheds. 

The paper box factory of Berkovitz & 
Sanderson, Detroit, Mich., was damaged 
by fire December 22 to the extent of $600. 
Insured for $1,000. 


PAPER AND PULP OUTLOOK. 


WHAT THE PROSPECTS ARE FOR 
THE NEW YEAR. 


More Substantial Business in Nearly All 
Lines May Be Looked for in 1899— 
Probable War Between News Com- 
bine and Manilla Interests. 


Standing upon the threshold of 1899 the 
question, ““What are the prospects for the 
paper trade for the new year?” is one 
fraught with more than ordinary interest. 
The incoming year, big with its possibili- 
ties of national expansion and the promises 
of an almost limitless increase in export 
trade of all kinds, makes pleasing contem- 
plation. How is the year likely to deal with 
the paper man? Is he going to benefit by 
the national policy? What is the outlook? 
These are questions of yital importance 
to the trade. 

Tue Paper TRADE JouRNAL does not 
wish to pose as a trade oracle, but by rea- 
son of its position in the trade, its careful 
and conservative methods of collecting the 
news, and its being in touch, through its 
correspondents, with men in all parts of the 
country who mould the destinies of the in- 
dustry, it is enabled to answer these ques- 
tions in an intelligent and far-seeing man- 
mer. 

One year ago im an article taking a sim- 
ilar survey of the paper field, this paper 
foretold the successful accomplishment of 
the news combination and the failure of 
the plans of the American Sulphite Fibre 
Association. Better prices for paper and 
pulp were predicted, and subsequent events 
have proven how well founded was the pre- 
diction. Whereas news at that time was 
selling for 1.60c., to-day it is bringing close 
to 2c. Sulphite and ground wood also ad- 
vanced considerably during the year. 


The outlook for 1899 is decidedly better 
than it was for 1808. Briefly, the year may 
be forecasted as follows: Better demand for 
news, especially for export. Strict main- 
tenance of the combination price at 2 cents. 
Probable war between the news combination 
and the manilla manufacturers, growing out 
of the invasion of the manilla men’s field by 
the news combine. Possible demoraliza- 
tion of prices on manillas. Possible inva- 
sion of the news field by manilla manufac- 
turers. Big increase in export business in 
ground wood and sulphite, with better 
prices abroad. Better prices for book pa- 
pers, and largely increased volume of busi- 
ness. Pulp board business on much firmer 
basis, but with little likelihood of a com- 
bination, unless the McEwan patent ques- 
tion is disposed of. Possible combination 
of writing paper and strawboard manufac- 
turers. 

The International Paper Company is un- 
questionably one of the biggest factors in 
all paper trade calculations to-day. It has 
a fashion of obtruding itself in unexpected 
places, and it is more than sufficiently pow- 
erful to insist upon a proper recognition of 
its claims. It is at present struggling with 
the problem of an overproduction of news, 
and if it is necessary to resort to drastic 
measures to solve the problem, it apparent- 
ly does not propose to hesitate about put- 
ting them into practice. 

The only way to keep up the price of 
news is to lessen the production. The 
company’s officers first swing some of their 
idle machines onto manillas and next set 
out to corral the foreign business. The 
news combine will not let the price of news 
go below the present figure. If it is neces- 
sary to make manillas and export news at 
a low figure to accomplish this end it will 
be done. The news combine will be heard 
of in England and on the Continent of 
Europe this coming year in no uncertain 
manner. And whether in news, or sulphite, 
the company has all the money required to 
make any foreign experiments a success. 

The manilla manufacturers, of course, 
are not going to sit idly by and see their

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business slipping away from them, and 
trouble is sure to follow. Certain manilla 
manufacturers are already considering 
turning over their machines onto news and 
giving the news combine the benefit of all 
the entertainment they can manufacture in 
this way. While such a move may not 
seriously disconcert the $45,000,000 paper 
corporation, it will cause it a certain 
amount of annoyance which at all times is 
undesirable, however petty. Just how far 
such a war between the manilla and news 
interests would go if it is once started it is 
hard to say. Certain it is, however, that 
war will surely follow if the International 
Paper Company persists in its determina- 
tion to make manillas in competition with 
the present manufacturers. 

The sulphite business is at present in a 
somewhat unsatisfactory state. Abroad the 
market for American fibre is suffering be- 
cause of the tactics of a certain New Eng- 
land manufacturer, who has been unloading 
sulphite c. i. f. London, at £7 6s. as against 
£8 tos., which was the figure being paid 
some other American manufacturers. The 
home market for sulphite is depressed be- 
cause of the many paper machines which 
have been shut down. The International 
Paper Company alone is said to have had 
machines with a capacity of 200 tons a day 
shut down at one time. In fact, the news 
combine has not only been not using its 
pulp, but it has been selling some of its 
surplus. The Russell decision, last year’s 
bugaboo, is still undisposed of. The im- 
pression seems to be held that the Interna- 
tional Paper Company is taking its own 
good time keeping the promises which it is 
said to have made to Mr. Russell. In the 
meantime the mills affected by the decision 
have authorized Mr. Burgess, of Berlin 
Falls, to build a new digester which doesn’t 
infringe on the Russell patent, and Mr. 
Burgess has kindly done so. It has been 
in successful operation for some time, and 
its only drawback, according to a well- 
known sulphite man, is that it has a cement 
lining that is a clever infringement on Mr. 
Russell’s. 


The Russell patent, however, is. no 
longer feared as it was once. The major- 
ity of the sulphite manufacturers seem to 
think that Mr. Russell has lost his chance of 
doing anything with it by delaying so long, 
and they also add that it is extremely un- 
likely that the news combine will ever take

Taken all in all, the sulphite outlook is 
somewhat hazy, more especially as it was 
announced this week that the International 
Paper Company had closed a contract with 
the Laurentide Pulp Company, of Canada, 
to control its paper and pulp product in 
the United States and abroad. It was also 
announced that the company had other 
contracts of a similar nature under consid- 
eration. All of which means that the In- 
ternational Paper Company is going to 
have something to say about sulphite at 
home and abroad during 1899. 


There is every prospect of a big export 
business for paper, ground wood and sul- 
phite. 


Better prices are likely to rule 
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abroad, for the principal disturbing element 
is likely to be driven out of the English 
market if he doesn’t reform his business 
methods. 

The writing and book paper mills are 
looking for much better business in 1899, 
and they are more than likely to get it. 
While a combination among the writing 
mills is among the possibilities, there is not 
likely to be one among the book men. One 
of the biggest book manufacturers is 
quoted as saying, “If they'll only form a 
combination and leave me out of it I shall 
be satisfied.” As this manufacturer can 
well afford to make such a statement, and 
as a combination of book mills would hard- 
ly be complete without him, the chances of 
one being formed would seem to be very 
remote. 

The pulp board men before they form a 
combination must dispose of the Russell 
patent of the board business—namely, the 
McEwan patent. For over a year now de- 
cision has been “pending” on this question, 
and there seems to be a well-defined impres- 
sion that when it is handed down it’s going 
to be for Mr. McEwan and against every 
other news board manufacturer in the busi- 
ness. Mr. McEwan is not likely to enter into 
any combination with this matter undecided, 
and a combination with the McEwan mills 
left out would seem to be impossible. As 
for the straw board manufacturers, a new 
combination is looked for regularly each 
year and one for 1899 is not at all impossi- 
ble. Indeed, present indications point to 
the formation of a new company to take 


over all the principal straw board plants.

Suit Over Pulp Wood. 


At the office of Bird & Bradley in Port- 
land, Me., last week, there was heard be- 
fore Charles F. Woodard, Bangor, Me., as 
auditor, the arguments in the case of Ansel 
Dudley, wood contractor of Bryant’s Pond, 
against the Forest Paper Company, Yar- 
mouth, Me. 

The suit was brought by Mr. Dudley to 
recover $62,000 from the company for 
wood furnished them and others. In all 
he sold the company about 180,000 cords 
of wood at prices ranging from $3.50 to 
$5 a cord, and claims that by reason of de- 
fective survey the company is still indebted 
to him for about 16,000 cords. From 1874 
to the date of the writ in the present case, 
January 8, 1897, he sold the company prac- 
tically all the wood it used. The present 
firm doing business under the same name 
was formed the latter part of May, 1880. 

Mr. Dudley admits that according to the 
report of the survey he received he was 
paid his full due, and that promptly. He 
further claims that some of the conditions 
of the last contract he made with the com- 
pany were saved, so that instead of the 
amount he received being payable in in- 
stallments, the last payment when the wood 
was delivered at Yarmouth, the whole 
amount became due when the wood was 
landed and piled at Topsham. In addition 
to this he claims that during all the time he 
furnished wood to the company, to a total 
amount of 180,000 cords, he received an 
insufficient survey, amounting in a totai 
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loss to him of some 16,000 cords, represent- 
ing $62,000, the amount sued for. 

The defendant company claims that Mr. 
Dudley had a “proper, accurate and even 
liberal survey,” and asserts that the condi- 
tions of the last contract made by the com- 
pany with him were not waived, and that 
the wood was not to be paid for until it was 
delivered at Yarmouth. The company as- 
serts that it is not in any case liable for the 
amount claimed, because the wood deliv- 
ered prior to the formation of the present 
partnership was not delivered to it, but to 
others, and that the company did not in 
any way assume the debts of the prior part- 
nership, and finally, that according to the 
plaintiff's own evidence as shown by his 
books he is indebted to the company to 
the amount of about $12,000. The auditor 
took the papers, and will make his report 
later.

field of forest preservation is the State Fed- 
eration of the New Hampshire Woman’s 
Clubs. The federation had a meeting re- 
cently at which the report of the commit- 
tee on forestry was read, and the object of 
the whole movement is the establishment 
of a State school similar to that of New 
York State at Cornell University, at which 
the study of forestry can be carried on in a 
scientific and systematic way. At present 
the State has no provision for founding

Cuba in the year 1896 amounted to $1,257,- 
133, a sum which we may reasonably be 
certain will be largely augmented when a 
more settled condition of affairs and a bet- 
ter form of government shall obtain. We 
hope also that the bulk of the increased 
imports of paper shall come from the 
United States. If such shall not prove to 
be the case, though there is no reason to 
apprehend anything of the sort, our ex- 
porters of paper will alone have themselves 
to blame. The market is there for them to 
exploit, and they will merely have to adapt 
themselves to conditions. Although Cuba 
has hitherto been afflicted with many kinds 
of depreciated currency the established basis 
is gold, and in any commercial engage- 
ment the value is understood to be in gold, 
unless specified to the contrary. There is

by means of exportation. One incentive 
thereto will be lower duties on importa- 
tions. The new tariff reduces all duties 
about 60 per cent. on the old Spanish rates, 
and averages fully two-thirds less than. the 
rates hitherto exacted by the authorities in 
Cuban ports in the possession of Spain. For 
instance, the proposed general average re- 
duction on paper and its applications is 50 
per cent. A reduction of this size should 
cause a considerable increase in the im- 


ports of paper.

Speaking about that new rate on Cana- 
dian pulp wood, the Rochester Post-Ex- 
press, in a Niagara Falls dispatch, says: 

“Within a few days now the expected 
change to be made in the freight rates on 
pulp wood from Canadian points to this 
city and other places by the Grand Trunk 
and Canadian Pacific roads will go into 
effect if the announced plans of the road 
are put into effect. However, the local pa- 
per mills interested do not intend that their 
wood shall cost them any more than it does 
now, if they can prevent it, no matter how 
great is the desire for the Canadian rail- 
roads for more revenue. With this result 
in view they are perfecting plans, it is un- 
derstood, whereby all this class of freight 
that came to this city over the roads men- 
tioned will fall to other roads and increase 
their revenue. 





“Enough wood is on hand to do for this 
winter, and the plan is to have the wood 
brought across Lake Ontario to Charlotte 
or some other advantageous lake port and 
then shipped by rail, either over the New 
York Central or the Rome, Watertown and 
Ogdensburg road to the Falls. It is un- 
derstod that this will not only be a better 
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route for the wood but that it will save 
the local mills thousands of dollars. At 
present the two paper mills on the canal 
basin pay nearly $50,000 a year in freight 
rates to the,Canadian roads, which, if the 
new plan is adopted, will fall to the Van- 
derbilt lines, and is an item of no small im- 


portance.” 


A Spanish paper manufacturer has been 
heard from. You may have supposed, dear 


reader, that all the Spaniards were dead, 
but you were mistaken. This poor, lone, 
lorn paper man rises to remark, “There’s 
only a few of us left and I’m one of ’em.”

A meeting of the creditors of Charles E. 
O’Hara, 540 Pearl street, New York, for- 
merly president of the Seymour Paper 
Company, of Windsor Locks, Conn., was 
held on Thursday at the office of George 
C. Holt, referee in bankruptcy, at No. 34 
Pine street, New York. The schedules 
showed liabilities of $32,390, and nominal 
assets of $233,100. Only two claims were 
filed, and it was left to the referee to ap- 
point a trustee. 

A receiver has been appointed for A. S. 
Baker & Co., publishers, New York, N. Y. 

George P. Allen, printer, Northampton, 
Mass., has filed a petition in bankruptcy. 

The Elmer H. Haas Company, dealer in 
paper and twine at 25 East Fourteenth 
street, New York, has made an assignment 
to Philip P. Cahn. The officers are Elmer 
H. Haas, treasurer, and Edward Straus, 
president. Mr. Haas started the business 
three years ago, and incorporated it under 
New Jersey laws in December, 1897, with 
a capital stock of $5,000, which was in- 
creased to $20,000 in May last. Sol Levi, 
attorney for the assignee, said that the lia- 
bilities are $4,000, assets about $3,500, and 
the assignment was caused by dull busi- 
ness and poor collections. 


A meeting of creditors of Joseph C. 
Godfrey, manufacturer of tissue paper, 
with offices at 100 William street and mills 
at Raubsville, Pa., was held last week be- 
fore Referee in Bankruptcy Nathaniel A. 
Prentiss, at 120 Broadway. Charles H. 
Stanton was elected trustee of the assets. 
Ninety claims, aggregating $60,000, were 
presented. The schedules showed liabili- 
ties of $112,486 and assets of $36,443. 

The schedules of the Carlton Press, New 
York, filed December 21, show that the 
nominal assets are $7,259, and. actual as- 
sets, $3,398.50, from which last named sum 
is to be deducted $2,370 as purchase 
money on claim of Whitlock presses, 
leaving real assets of $1,028.50. The lia- 
bilities amount to $12,040.14.

Modern Helps. 


The old-time paper maker had to “pad- 
dle his own canoe.” He had no one in par- 
ticular to help him. He was left to work 
out the philosophical side of his business 
all by himself, and if by chance he came 
across a striking phrase, which he wished 
to keep before him as being of particular 
stimulus to him, his only method of pre- 
serving it was to have his mother-in-law 
work it in perforated cardboard with col- 
ored yarn, so that he could frame it and 
hang it on his office wall. The modern pa- 
per maker, on the other hand, has modern, 
up-to-the-minute, fin-de-siécle helps, and 
one of them is a calendar which has been 
issued by the American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation. It is pad shaped, a week to a 
page, is printed in carmine ink, and the 
edges are gilded. 

Of course these are mere details, and the 
great crowning feature of the work is to be 
found in the line of text which accom- 








panies the space for each day. Some of 
these are historical statements, but others 
are ethical disquisitions, which point out 
what the p. m. should and should not do. 
For instance the opening of the new year 
will be celebrated on January 2. Under 
date of January 3 the A. P. and P. A. cal- 
endar says: “Don’t solicit customers too 
energetically.” This warning will proba- 


bly be heeded; for, as a rule, the surplus 


energy possessed by a seller is not in evi- 
dence on the day succeeding a holiday, nor 
at that time is the customer in the most 
amiable mood. 

Under date of January 14 the calendar 
says: “Don’t quote low prices to make the 
man who can’t buy feel bad.” If a man 
can’t buy why quote him at all? 

As a text for January 17 the calendar 
gives: “Avoid making offers in writing.” 
Quite right, the buyer has you “dead to 
rights” when you put a quotation in writ- 
ing, unless you add a postscript, “Burn this 
letter.” With a verbal quotation your 
chance of successfully combating _ the 
statements of the buyer as to what you said 
on a former occasion are increased. Mak- 
ing offers in writing is disastrous to artistic 
truth-killing. 

“Get offers instead of making them” is 
the advice offered for the closing day of 
the first month, while on February 9 this 
gem.comes out strikingly, “Avoid breaking 
prices with job lots,” the inference being 
that it is better to do it with regular goods. 

On February 21 the p. m. is cautioned, 
“Don't quote anyone unless you are sure 
he is in the market,” while on the succeed- 
ing day your attention is called to the fact 
that “Truthfulness is indispensable to per- 
manent success.” This latter statement 
could be studied with much good by many 
people in the trade. 

On March 2 the mentor of the trade says, 

“Don’t try to break your competitor's 
contracts.” Try his head or neck, Nine 
days later you are told, “Don’t run your 
mills on Sundays. Place your excess or- 
ders. with the less crowded mills,” the 
beauty of which will be at once recognized 
by every one. 
The dealer’s welfare is also looked after 
in the calendar. The compiler lets go his 
grip on the manufacturer long enough to 
say under date of March 23, “As a dealer, 
don’t interfere with the manufacturer in 
the field which must eventually be_ his,” 
after reading which the dealer sits down 
and thinks. 

On March 30 the advice is “Don’t be 
afraid to dun.” There “or of Dun” might 
have been added. Later this is supple- 
mented by this, “When your mill is full 
keep out of the market and withdraw all 
quotations.” 

“Why isn’t American paper used for fire- 
crackers?” is the puzzle propounded on 
July 4. The writer gives it up and asks, 
“Why?” What's the answer? 

If the p. m. reads the text for July 25 he 
will “make all contracts expire between 
October and May.” If he can, may be add- 
ed, especially if he also bears in mind a 
later bit of advice, which is to “make long 
contracts.” 

“Make ‘cash’ mean cash in ten days” is 
the caution of August 8. Why not make it 
mean “cash”? 

“Charge extra for short count of manilla 
paper” comes to light on August 22. That’s 
right. Make the man who is “skinning’ 
somebody—more especially if the some- 
body is a Chinaman—“divvy” on the“skin” 
profit with you. 

September 7—“Caution your salesmen 
not to get you into trouble by misrepre- 
sentation.” Don’t let them get you in the 
mix-up. Let them keep all the trouble for 
themselves. 

October 13—“Don’t furnish buyers with 
ammunition by running down competi- 
tors.” No, furnish him with a club. It is 
more effective and makes: less noise, 

October 18—“Don’t try to sell before the 
buyer is ready to buy.” That's it. Never 
hypnotize a buyer and sell him goods be- 
fore he knows it. 

These are just a few brands plucked from 
the burning in order to show what the gen- 
tle reader who uses the calendar on his 
desk may expect to run up against. It is 


a sort of a continuous surprise party.

that are being sent out by th® commercial 
agencies and other authorities, showing 
what is being done in all lines of manu- 


facturing and the wonderful prosperity that 


is being evidenced.

In _ brief, it 


it is already quite apparent. 
may be said that business is just now un- 
usually good fér this season of the year, 
and that manufacturers are having all the 
orders they can comfortably attend to. 

During the paSt two or three weeks your 
correspondent has alluded to a number of 
new manufacturing enterprises for this vi- 
cinity which are on the tapis. Others are 
being planned, and the paper-mill archi- 
tects hereabouts are keeping large forces of 
draughtsmen busy getting out preliminary 
plans for improvements and new mills that 
are proposed, as well as drawings for the 
work that has already been determined 
upon or now in progress. It looks, from 
the quantity of work now in sight, as 
though next year was going to be like one 
of the old-time years in the paper business 
in Wisconsin in the matter of mil]-building. 

The sulphite business is one that ‘has 
seemed to take an exceptional start, as evi- 
denced by the enlargements that have been 
referred to in this correspondence as being 
in store, as well as one or two wholly new 
institutions. Another new one that is in 
prospect that has hitherto not been men- 
tioned is a plant for the Wolf River Pulp 
and Fibre Company, located at Shawano. 
These people have for several years been 
operating a ground-wood mill, and they 
consider that the time is now ripe for put- 
ting in a sulphite mill. The preliminary 
plans are being drawn by C. B. Pride, and 
the question of whether or not the mill will 
be put up the coming season will be settled 
very shortly. 

The Riverside Fibre Company, of Ap- 
pleton, expects in the course of a day or 
two to make a choice between the three lo- 
cations that are under consideration for 
its mew thirty-ton mill. Everybody is 
hoping very strenuously that it will come 
to Appleton, but the Riverside people are 
keeping very mum, saying that we will 
know in good time when the time comes. 

Manager A, Ledgard Smith, of the Man- 
ufacturing Investment Company, arrived 
in Appleton on Christmas eve to spend the 
holidays with his family here, and inci- 
dentally to consult with O’Keefe & Or- 
bison, who are making plans for the in- 
stallation of the new paper making ma- 
chinery at the Madison, Me., mill. Mr. 
Smith says he expects to let the contracts 
for the machinery immediately after the 
first of the year.- The paper making ma- 
chinery will go in the washroom building 
of the fibre mill, which is three stories high 
and contains more than enough room for 
it. There is plenty of power, heat and 
light, without increasing the present ar- 
rangements., 

A small blaze started in some unknown 
way in the rag room of the mill of the 
Winnebago Paper Company at Neenah 
one day last week, but was extinguished 
before much damage had been done. The 
city fire department was called out, but the 
fire was smothered before it had an op- 
portunity to get in action. 

Herman Hoehnberger, employed at the 
Winnebago Paper Mills, got his right 
hand caught in the calender rolls one day 
recently, crushing it so badly that two 
fingers had to be taken off. 

L. C. Locklin, superintendent of the 
mill of the Kaukauna Fibre Company , has 
recently returned home from a trip to the 
East, made in the interest of his employers.

DAYTON, Ohio, December 28, 1898. 

Doubt no longer exists that the old year 
is ushering out the best times the paper 
trade of this valley have witnessed for 
many moons, 

Every indication augurs well for the 
commencement of a happy new year. 
In every office and mill it was a joyful 
Christmas, certainly enough, and that in- 
creased business, assuring another year’s 
steady employment, was mainly responsi- 
ble (barring the sentiment of the occasion) 
for the pleasures of the festival is not de- 
nied. 

The December business was the largest 
up to this time of any month of the pre- 
vious year, though the bulk of the trade 
developed during the first fortnight. 

Christmas festivities are at an end, 
though the holiday air of expectancy still 
hovers over the trade, permeating every 
nook. This spirit of friendly feeling also 
extends to the working forces, where it is 
palpably in evidence. 

It has been a week of good cheer, ow- 
ing principally to the improved conditions, 
which cannot otherwise than benefit the 
entire factory forces in all cities, towns 
and villages in the Miami Valley. In fact, 
no happier conditions could prevail, and 
both proprietor and employee are rejoic- 
ing. Better prospects never before con- 
fronted the paper trade in this section—at 
least not within the past six years. 

All of the traveling men associated with 
paper mills, machinery establishments, pa- 
per novelty factories and allied concerns 
are home this week. They will remain— 
many of them—until the first of the year, 
though probably a few will be delayed 
longer than that period. 

For a week previous to Christmas these 
travelers began arriving in this city and 
in other towns of the valley, and it seemed 
that all thought of business had been 
abandoned. But the temporary cessation 
of commercial activities in all lines was of 
a sympathetic character, and all concerns 
experiencing much the same state of 
affairs, but little inconvenience was noted. 

In any event but few of the mills closed. 
They were busy up until the very approach 
of the holidays, and while a few of the lo- 
cal plants suspended for a time Saturday 
afternoon, most’ of them continued opera- 
tions even on Monday. However, em- 
ployees generally received their holiday 
on Monday. Most of the mills granted the 
workers the privilege of this day. How- 
ever, in such instances, there are always a 
few who prefer to continue work, and not 
a few “short” forces were engaged with- 
out a single shut-down. 

There were the usual festivities in Day- 
ton and the valley. This city was the 
centre of attraction. 

The Adams Bag Company has been cap- 
italized at Chagrin Falls with a capital 
stock of $150,000. A large amount of money 
is reported to be behind the project, and it 
is probable that several important im- 
provements will be made to the plant in or- 
der to meet the increased business. The 
Adams Company has been in the business 
for a long time, and promises to enjoy a 
successful career. 

J. J. Hoppes and Charles Pierce, of 
Springfield, and Wm. J. Shuey, formerly 
general manager of the United Brethren 
Publishing House, of this city, have been 
appointed appraisers of the arm and Fire- 
side as a part of the P. P. Mast estate. It 
will be recalled that Mr. Mast held a con- 
trolling interest in one or two journals in 
Springfield, and the Farm and Fireside 
was one of the number. The gentle- 
men are practical printers and publishers, 
and will proceed at once with their work. 
Mr. Mast left a fortune of several millions. 
and a good-sized amount of cash was in- 
vested in weekly journals, for which 
Springfield is noted. It is one of the largest 
consumers of fine paper in the country, and 
is not far behind when it comes to the con- 
sideration of print paper. 

Ex-Mayor T. J. Fitzpatrick, editor of the 
Farm and Fireside, met with a distressing 
accident the other afternoon, when the in- 
dex finger of his left hand was caught in a 
linotype machine. The member was terri- 
bly crushed, and amputation may prove 
necessary. a 

Other accidents: George Lutz, employed 
at the Nile Tool Works, had his right thumb | 
crushed under a piece of heavy casting, 
which fell upon the member, necessitating 
amputation; Henry Evans, an employee of 

































the same shop, mashed the index and sec- 
ond fingers of his right hand on a machine. 

Geo. Boehurler, of the Laidlaw-Dunn- 
Gordon Company, who was recently ap- 
pointed by the Hamilton board of control 
as engineer at the city electric light plant, 
has declined to accept the appointment. He 
was offered financial inducements, it is un- 
derstood, which have influenced him in re- 
taining his present position with the com- 
pany. The latter appreciates its expert 
workers. 

The paper trade was not exempt from 
the ravages of the grip, which has en- 
thralled the city. Like all cities of popu- 
lous importance, Dayton is having a sea- 
sonable siege of the malady. It is esti- 
mated that there are 5,000 cases. Many 
working forces of mills and factories have 
been disorganized by reason thereof. In 
two days almost two hundred employees 
of the Cash Register Works reported 
sick and were dismissed. Most of them 
were able to appear and report their 
own disabilities. The average absence was 
from three days to a week, though there 
were a number of seriously prolonged 
cases. 

One was reported from the Levis paper 
mill, Harry Brush, a popular employee, 
having been fatally stricken. He resided 
with his parents at 120 Commercial street, 
and though a powerful specimen of brawn, 
was attacked and suddenly became help- 
less. After several days’ confinement, and 
after a brave battle against the onslaught of 
the malady, he became unconscious while 
sitting in a chair and failed to rally. 

The office forces have not been forgotten 
by the king germ, which was enthroned at 
many a desk. The effects are gradually 
passing away. 

All of the Dayton and Hamilton news- 
papers published extra Christmas editions. 
Some of them were perfect works of art. 
All were unusually bulky, owing to the 
surprising increase in advertising: The 
Herald and News were enlarged during the 
holiday week. 

A party of well-known capitalists visited 
the valley and made several inspections of 
mills and plants the past week. In the 
number were included G. B. Telfair and S. 
A. Armstrong, of Pittsburg; L. M. Green, 
of Wheeling; J. P. Allen, of Cumberland, 
Md., and W. C. Leslie, of Columbus. They 
took a trip down the Cincinnati and Miami 
Valley traction line. 

No information was given out at various 
places visited as to the meaning ‘of their 
trip to the valley, some asserting that no 
significance was attached thereto. They 
may, or they may not, have been prospect- 
ing. It is easy to exaggerate a report of 
this character. 

Among the well-known trade visitors the 
past week were Thos. H. Powning, a Chi- 
cago wrapping cord and twine man; J. 
Raymond, of the Raymond Engraving 
Company, Cincinnati, and Mr. Williams, 
the widely known Indiana straw board 
manufacturer. He was the guest of his 
friend, Charles Whealen, of the American 
Straw Board Company. 

A new bank, known as the Citizens Na- 
tional, has been launched in Springfield. 
A number of tradesmen are reported to be 
interested. There are 103 stockholders, 
and the institution has a promising future. 
Although in existence but three days, the 
deposits amounted to $200,000. A compli- 
mentary banquet was served at the Arcade 
the other evening. One of the speakers 
was O. S. Kelly, the turbine manufacturer, 
who related many experiences in connec- 
tion with the difficulty of securing money 
in the early sixties.

Prac- 
tically a new plant has been installed. The 
system inaugurated has reduced the con- 
sumption of fuel, and at the same time in- 
creased the heat from the coal consumed, 
The plant is said to be one of the finest 
boiler plants in any paper mill in the coun- 
try, and was only placed at a considerable 
expense to the company. It is a system 
which could well be copied by the other 
paper mills of the city. The Holyoke Pa- 
per Company has erected a small addition 
to the South Holyoke mill for the manu- 
facture photographic papers, and the 
Chemical Paper Company has also made 
many improvements about the plant, add- 
ing to the boiler house and other parts of 
the mill. At the Franklin Paper Company’s 
plant improvements have been made in the 
office: At some of the other mills minor 
changes and routine repairs have been 
made, but there have been no extensive al- 


of 


terations made in any of the mills except as 


above noted. 

The National Blank Book Company and 
the Smith & White Manufacturing Com- 
pany have just completed their new build- 
ings at Riverside. The buildings are lo- 
cated near together, and have the appear- 
ance from the outside of being one plant 
but each building is entirely separate from 
the other. 

Both companies have had the plan under 
consideration for some time, as they have 
been crowded for room in their old quar- 
ters. The companies now have fine quar- 
ters. These are the only new buildings 
erected by any firm connected with the pa- 
per trade this year.. Although there are 
some rumors of new additions to be made 
next year it is not thought probable that 
any will be made unless business improves 
materially over the present conditions, and 
the future outlook warrants the belief that 
business is to be better than it has been for 
several years. 


It is considered that Holyoke manufac- 
turers have been very fortunate this year, 
and that business conditions have favored 
them in many ways. For the past two 
months ‘business has been fairly good. 

While Holyoke paper men have been 
making some improvements in their plants 
other manufacturers have not been idle, 
and western Massachusetts has added to 
its valuation of paper industries materially. 
In Dalton the entire steam plant of the 
Old Berkshire Mills Company has been 
built over, including a new building and 
new connections, with the machinery. This 
was the largest job undertaken in that 
town, and required something over six 
weeks to complete. The Byron Weston 
Company was also shut down two weeks 
for repairs, and the mills were given many 
needed improvements. A new office has 
been erected by Crane & Co., of that 
place. 

Little in the line of improvements has 
been done either in Lee, Fairfield or West- 
field among the paper men, but in all of the 
places routine repairs were made upon the 
mills. Over in Turners Falls the dam has 
been repaired materially and heightened. 
In Pearl Cfty, in South Hadley, improve- 
ments have been made in the B. F. Per- 
kins mill to the extent of $20,000 worth, 
and the mill placed upon a plane with the 
other mills in this vicinity. 

The manufacturers in 
now prepared for a prosperous business 
next year, and there are indications that 
business will boom. It 
time ago that what repairs were needed in 
the mills would be made during the dull 
season in order that the mills could be 
run continually next year if business was 
such as to warrant it.

Some of 
the paper salesmen have returned from 
Western trips this week, and state that the 
prospects in the West for a successful year 
in 1899 are good. Business has opened up 
well there during the past month, and a 
salesman for one of the largest fine writing 
mills in this city told your correspondent 
this afternoon that he thought that busi- 
ness would be better in the West than in 
any other section of the country during 
the early part of next year at least. He 
tells me that every condition in the West 
is favorable to a large business, not alone 
in the paper trade but in other branches of 
trade. This man was surprised to find the 
conditions so favorable, and made a bril- 
liant report to his mill of the prospects, 
To substantiate the statement he brought 
home. some large orders with him. 


While business will probably be good in 
the East and South, judging from the pres- 
ent conditions, it will not in all probability 
equal the business transacted in the West, 
if the report received by the local mill is 
truthful, and there is no reason to doubt 
its truthfulness.

When compared with the business of recent 
past years, the paper trade during the past 
twelve months has been of greater volume 
and its condition much improved, but when 
compared with ante-depression times the 
findings #reaot $0 favorable. " 

Often during the year trade conditions 
were so shaping themselves that renewed 
hopes were built up and paper manufac- 
turers felt encouraged to put forth renewed 
efforts, but the bright outlook would soon 
again be clouded by uncertainty and dull

periods again experienced. 
withstanding the frequent changes of dull- 
ness and activity, the year shows a per- 
ceptible gain in the volume of business 
done. 

Paper mills at the present time, or the 
greater part of them, are having a better 
run of business and jobbers are distributing 
larger quantities of paper. 

The improved condition is of course due 
to the improvement in general business, 
which statistics show is without precedent, 
and because of this heavy volume of busi- 
ness inthe many different lines of trade the 
possibility of a boom in the paper trade the 
coming year is looked for.

John Lave is awaiting the completion 
of his new paper-making machine, which is 
being built by Case Brothers, Manchester, 
Conn. When this is ready, he will have his 
new plant at New Milford complete, and 
then will start up his mill. 

The work on the new pulp mill at the 
plant of the Hollingsworth & Whitney 
Company, Winslow, Me., is going on well 
at this time and the plant is fast taking 
shape. The massive stone foundations for 
the heavy buildings and machinery are now 
well along and the men are working as fast 
as they can. A number of small donkey 
engines are kept at work all the time 
handling the heavy rocks and putting them 
into place for the masons. The work on 
the towers has been suspended for the win- 
ter and nothing more on this part of the 
work will be done until spring. The 
foundations for the digesters are now well 
along, as is the large tank which will be 
used for the water supply and the filtering 
plant. The work on the wood room and 
digester building will continue during the 
whole of the winter. The contractors now 
have about 150 men at work about the 
place, which represents a very lively ap- 
pearance. 

A new thousand pound beating engine 
will be placed in the paper mill of Brown 
Brothers, Comstock’s Bridge, Conn. 

M. B. Kelley, who has been operating 
the Riverton Paper Mill, Riverton, Conn., 
has decided to abandon the business.

zation. 

Work is steadily progressing on the new 
paper mill being erected on Jessop place 
in the southwestern section of York, Pa. 
The bricklayers began ten days ago work 
on the second story. There have been de- 
livered on the grounds two big boilers for 
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the new plant, which will be placed in posi- 
tion in the engine and boiler department.

SOUTHERN STATES. 
A charter has ben granted to the James 
} River Falls Paper and Pulp Mills Com- 
pany, Richmond, Va. This corporation, 
which is composed of local capitalists and 
prominent business men, lately acquired 
the Haxall Mills property, which it pro- 
poses to share with the Virginia Electrical 
Railway and Development Company. The 
property consists of aboutsevenacres of land, 
centrally located, with a frontage of 1,000 
feet on the James River. The paper mill 
will be built on a part of the old mill site, 
with a river frontage of 7oo feet, and will 
be entirely modern in construction, steel 
and cement being the only materials used. 
From the charter it is learned that the cap- 
| ital stock will be not less than $500,000 and 
| not more than $1,000,000, to be divided into 
shares of the par value of $100 each. The 
amount of real estate to be held by said 
company shall not, at any one time, exceed 
10,000 acres. Its principal office shall be 
in Richmond. The officers for the first 
year, all of whom are Richmond men, are: 
President, P. H. Mayo; vice-president, 
Henry Lee Valentine; secretary, Fairfax 
C. Christian; treasurer, Robert R. Harri- 
son. The members of the board of direct- 
ors are P. H. Mayo, Henry Lee Valentine, 
E. A. Hoen, S. H. Hawes, William H. 
Palmer, Samuel T. Morgan and C. E. 
Wingo. The mill will be supplied with 
power by the Virginia Electrical Railway 
and Development Company, and a contract 
has been made for 1,500 horse-power, at 
the actual cost price of manufacture.

The movement is known only to two or 
three persons in the city, at present is only 
in its ineipiency, and is a revival of an old 
Board of Trade movement which .was 
abandoned five years ago for reasons that 
have since been obviated. F. Schilde, 
Syracuse, spent two months in Grand 
Rapids five years ago working up interest 
in the project of manufacturing sulphite 
fibre for the use of paper and pulp mills. 
The Board of Trade discassed the matter 
seriously, and Charles Fox, who was chair- 
man of the investigation committee, took 
an excursion to the Fox River country in 
Wisconsin with Secretary William H. Kin- 
sey. After the trip the project was. aban- 
doned as impracticable, because spruce 
wood, from which the fibre was made, cost 
too much to transport to Grand Rapids. 
Mr. Schilde claimed hemlock was as good 
as spruce, but the Board of Trade com- 
mittee could not see it that way. There 
is considerable hemlock around Grand 
Rapids, and the wood can be transported 
cheaply. A few days ago Mr. Kinsey re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Schilde, from 
Waterville, Me., where he is putting up a 
mill. He makes his original offer of five 
years ago, to put $25,000 into the $125,000 
capital stock, and adds that he has another 
man who will invest as much, if not more. 
The important part of his letter is that 
“hemlock is coming into use, and is crowd- 
ing out spruce in the manufacture of sul- 
phite fibre. The largest mills are using 
hemlock exclusively, as a new process has 
been discovered whereby tougher paper can 
be made out of the fibre.” In this way 
circumstances have developed for the 
establisment of a plant in Grand Rapids, 
and Mr. Schilde has been advised by Mr. 
Kinsey that now is a good time to make a 
There is an enormous amount of 
hemlock around Grand Rapids which can 
be secured for half the cost of spruce.

the rivet will go through, 
upsetting of the red-hot rivet 
hole thus enlarged. 

But this method—the employing of a 
drift pin—is fatal to good work, and is ex- 
pressly forbidden by the boiler insurance 
companies, and also by the specifications 
of the digester manufacturer. If any slight 
untruth is found when the plates are put 
together it must be cured by the use of a 
reamer, not by a drift, thereby enlarging 
the hole a little, and making necessary the 
employment of a larger bolt in that par- 
ticular hole. But even this is entirely un- 
necessary, as the experienced worker in 
heavy plate can lay out and drill the holes 
so exactly that there will be no need of 
the slightest reaming in any of the holes. 
The use of the drift is injurious for several 
reasons. It reduces the plate section. It 
increases the rivet section without giving 
a corresponding increase in percentage ol 
strength, because only a part of the hole 
may be thus enlarged. It weakens the rivet 
because™it is apt to make it go through 
the plate crooked, thereby becoming crip- 
pled during the riveting operation. This 
results in a weakness of the entire seam at 
the drifted spot, because the crippled rivets 
cannot draw and squeeze the plates to-

gether as good straight rivets can do. 
Confounded lot to this rivet business, isn’t 
there? Next week we will look into the 
matter of rivets a little, and see if the size 
of head makes any difference. Then the 
matter of countersunk riveting needs a 
good deal of looking after, for, as stated, 
this kind of riveting can be made so as to 
act almost like a row of wedges to split 


open the plate. This is what is to be 
avoided, and, to avoid dangers, we must 
find the reasons therefor before doing 


anything to prevent it. 





I happened to be in a mill a few days ago, 
just as the superintendent, the boss mill- 
wright and the chief engineer were having 
a “song and dance’ among themselves 
about stop valves. Now, then, without 
stopping to think, the mere matter of stop 
valves doesn’t seem to amount to much, 
but it does. Without stop valves, and a 
lot of them, too, we couldn't run a paper 
mill fifteen minutes to save our necks. 
Why, we couldn’t even start the mill, to 
begin with, without stop valves, for we 
couldn’t control water or steam, or pulp, 
or anything else. 

But the trio above mentioned were 
holding forth about the quality of valves 
purchased by the superintendent. This 
gentleman had only two ideas about valves. 
One was that all valves were costly nui- 
sances, and the other idea was to buy the 
necessary number of valves as cheaply as 
possible. 

There are a good many makers of valves 
in the country, and, while most of the 
manufacturers turn out honest goods that 
anyone can use to advantage, | am sorry 
to say that some people make valves to sell 
at the lowest possible price, without a 
thought or a care as to whether the valves 
are good for anything after they are put 
in place. I must also state that some of the 
makers of good valves also manufacture a 
cheap grade for sale to those buyers who 
persist in having cheap valves anyway. 

From the talk it was evident that the 
superintendent had been buying cheap 
valves, and the millwright and engineer 
were endeavoring to convert him from the 
ways into which he had fallen, and make 
him order some first-class valves. I will not 
repeat all the talk, the arguments or the 
bits of experience set forth. It is only 
necessary to state that it was proved to the 


superintendent that it did not pay to pur- 


chase a valve which was made so light that

it would hardly retain its original shape 
while being screwed into place. Again, the 
amount of-material in these cheap valves is 
so small that after pressure has once been 
turned on to the valve, it is actually sprung 
and distorted to such an extent that it can 
never be tight again. 

In plan, vigorous English, they told the 
superintendent that the very best and in 
fact the only reliable valve was the one 
where solid metal surfaces came solidly to 
gether with a good fit, and with strength 
enough to withstand any pressure ever 
likely to be put upon the valve. They also 
told him that all valves with soft packing 
were only makeshifts that had been in 
vented from time to time in order to secure 
a valve that could be operated by cheap 
labor. 

The gentleman was also told that, while 
in the engine room, directly under the eye 
of skill, any valve containing sufficient 
metal to hold its shape could be made to 
do fair work, but out in the mill, and in 
hidden places, where bleach men and oilers, 
hoboes and gringos were to operate valves, 
nothing but the very best would pay for’ 
purchasing. “The cheap valves,” said the 
engineer, “are done up the first time one of 
the muck-a-mucks lays hands upon them, 
but the good valves, although knocked out 
and*‘leaky, can be repaired and made as 
good as new.” 

It was finally impressed upon the super 
intendent that for globe valves a good soli: 
form of regrinding valve was the most de 
sirable for use, also the cheapest in the 
end. Then the three men got to discussing 
the merits of globe and gate valves, with 
the resuit that while the globe valve had 
been much the better paper mill valve in 
the past, the gate valve had been so im 
proved that it stood alongside the globe 
valve to-day, with every indication of the 
gate valve being the valve of the future. 


It was brought out in the discussion that 
gate valves are now so well designed and 
constructed that either side may be put 
against the pressure, and that in both open 
ing and closing, no matter whether under 
pressure or not, there was no contact or 
scraping whatever between the dise or gate 
and seat. They were kept entirely apart 
until nearly in place, when the last turn o/ 
the hand wheel and screw, by means of the 
action of some wedges, threw the disc or 
gate into position upon the seat and locke: 
it’there. In opening the valve the epera 
tion was repeated, the first turn of the 
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screw withdrawing the surfaces irom the 
seats, the rest of the stem movement being 
merely to get the gate out of the way, it not 
touching the seats after the first turn. 

It was also described how large valves of 
this class were also made with a by-pass 
around the gate, from one side to the 
other, and, by opening a small valve, the 
pressure could be equalized before cic main 
valve was opened. It was shown that some 
improved gate valves had this by-pass 
passage cast upon the body of the valve, so 
no connecting piping was necessary, and so 
that the whole business could be covered 
with heat insulating material as if no by- 
pass were there. It was also shown how 
these high-grade valves had two valve seats 
in the by-pass, one of which could be 
closed by a plug. When the by-pass valve 
got to leaking a new valve could be 
screwed into the extra hole, and the leaky 
valve removed for repairs, and the hole 
plugged. 

It was also demonstrated that these 
valves were so constructed, when called 
for, that the last turn of the stem, in clos- 
ing, would open a drip which drained the 
interior of the valve alone, on both valve 
and that portion of the pipe cut off, as de- 
sired. The superintendent turned to me, I 
having heard all the conversation, and said: 
“What do you think of it, ‘Among the 
Mills’? Is there anything in their claims?” 
“There is, Mr. Superintendent,” I replied. 
“T have found in every mill I ever visited 
that a good, honest valve was a better in- 
vestment than half a dozen cheap con- 
cerns.” 

“Haw many mills have you been in, any- 
way?” mn 

“About three hundred and fifty.” 

“Well, that’s some. It’s more than I 
ever expect to be inside of. And do all of 
these mills use the better class of valves?” 

“Not by a good deal, but I have noted 
closely the condition of valves in these 
mills, and have found invariably that those 
using good valves have less loss of steam 
by leakage than those using the cheapest 
valves they can buy. I am also sure that 
more money is spent for valves every year 
where the cheap ones are used than in the 
mills using better though higher priced 
valves,” 

“Well, I believe myself that the mill- 
wright and engineeer have made out a 
pretty strong case, and I am going to try 





it for a year on the very best valves I can 
get.” 

“You will find, Mr. Superintendent, that 
it will save you considerable money in the 
end.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 28, 1898. 

Among the many striking features in re- 
cent American development none is per- 
haps more universally remarked than the 
tendency on the part of our manufacturers 
to seek in foreign countries new markets 
for the sale of their goods. This export 
movement has been so systematic as to 
point to something more than temporary 
need or passing opportunity. The expe- 
rience of the past has shown that American 
manufactures meet with favor among for- 
eign buyers. They compete with Euro- 
pean goods not only in fields common to 
both, such as South America, Africa, Aus- 
tralia, but in Europe and England itself, 
at the very doors of the factories of their 
competitors. 


The march of American export trade to 
the position which it can rightly claim in | 
the world’s commerce has been hindered | 
and delayed by two causes: First, lack of | 
information on the part of American man- 
ufacturers as to the specific requirements 
of the markets they wish to enter and 
control; and, second, lack of information 
on the part of foreign buyers respecting 
the superiority of American productions, 
due to the absence of any systematic at- 
tempt to enlighten them. 

It is desirable to encourage the exten- 
sion of American industries, the increase of 
exports, reaching and developing new mar- 
kets, especially at this time of strenuous 
effort on the part of American manufactur- | 
ers to build up markets for their products | 
in foreign countries; and the general fa- | 
vorable reception given to such American 
manufactures as have been sent abroad in- |

A motion cal- 
endar will be made up by the clerk from 
notes of issue to be filed the day previous. 

In involuntary cases where an answer is 
interposed by the alleged bankrupt, the is- 
sues may be brought to trial on any 
Wednesday at 11 A. M. on eight days’ prior 
notice of trial by either party. Demurrers 
may be brought to hearing on any Tues- 
day at 10:30 A. M., on four days’ notice. A 
note of issue must be filed with the clerk 
two days before the hearing’ or trial. 

The referee before whom a case is pend- 
ing is designated as the one to countersign 
all warrants and checks for the withdrawal 
of money from the depository under Rule 
29 of the General Orders, unless otherwise 
specially ordered by the judge.

Forest Preservation. 





At the meeting of the New Hampshire 
State Federation of Woman’s Clubs a, re- 
port of the committee on forestry was 
read by Mrs. Susan H. Knapp, of Somers- 
worth, and it contains so many valuable 
facts and suggestions on an important sub- 
ject that we reprint it. 

It has been demonstrated on scientific 


principles that the destruction of the 
forests of a country changes its climatic 
conditions. In view of this fact, almost 
every State in the Union has given some 
attention to the study of forestry. New 
York, however, has made the greatest 
progress. In 1882, when the lumberman 


first commenced to take away the forests 
so ruthlessly, New York forbade the fur- 
ther sale of any State lands. This was a 
movement in the right direction, but noth- 
ing more of importance was accomplished 
until Mr. Black became Governor in 1896. 
Governor Black is an ardent forest lover. 
He has spent many summers in the Ad- 
irondacks, and he not only admires their 
beauty but he believes they are a great 
sanitarium. He also believes that they are 
a protection to the river sources. As their 
own beautiful Hudson has its rise in these 
forests, he desires to save them, lest the 
river flow should be lessened and naviga- 
tion impaired. The Lieutenant-Governor, 
like himself, is a tree lover, and through 
their influence the State has made an ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000. By this means 
a forestry school has been established in 
connection with Cornell University and 30,- 
000 acres have been set apart in the Adiron- 
dacks for a college campus, where tree life 
will be studied as in the Old World. The 
forest property of the State covers about 
three million acres, all of which is to be in 
charge of this school. It is expected that 
these forests will bring great revenue to the 
State; the good trees as fast as they ma- 
ture will be sold for lumber and the de- 
cayed and fallen for firewood. 

It is earnestly hoped that New Hamp- 
shire will follow the example of New York. 
New Hampshire was formerly the most 
densely wooded of any of the New Eng- 
land States, but it has been unfortunate. 
As long ago as 1606 King James I. gave 
all lands between the goth and 48th paral- 
lels of latitude to the Plymouth council in 
England, and in 1634 this council gave 
large tracts to individuals. After the 
French and English war many of the 
with 


officers were pensioned extensive 
areas of these mountain forests. Hale’s 
Location was a pension grant. To this 


Location and Albany a branch railroad will 
soon be completed to aid the lumbermen 
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in their destructive work. The forests of 
both these places are the original ones. 
Large grants have been given to Dart- 
mouth College, to Gilmanton and Atkin- 
son academies and to Colebrook Academy. 
Many tracts have been sold. In 1881 the 
State parted with its last acre and for a 
very trifling sum. 

Esau sold his birthright for a mess of 
pottage, and though he sought it carefully 
with tears he could not regain it; so it has 
been with the State. Two temporary com- 
missions were appointed, which made some 
important surveys. In 1893 a permanent 
commission was established by an act of 
the Legislature. This commission consists 
of the Governor and four members, two 
Republicans and two Democrats, who shall 
be appointed by the Governor with the ad- 
vice of the council. By this act the forestry 
commission is authorized to purchase land, 
whenever any person or persons shall sup- 
ply the necessary funds, so that no cost or 
expense shall accrue to the State. If the 
commission cannot agree with the owners 
as to the price, the land may be condemned 
under the powers of eminent domain and 
the value be determined, as in the case 
of land taken for highways. The land so 
purchased must forever belong to the State 
and be held for a public park. 

By the generous contributions of.George 
Byron Chandler and Henry C. Warren, of 
Cambridge, Mass., the commission is able 
to purchase a valuable tract of forest prop- 
erty. The tract desited is located in the 
very centre of the White Mountain region. 
It joins the preserve of the Mount Pleas- 
ant Hotel Company and that of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad. This place has been 
selected because other lands adjoining it 
can be purchased, and because it contains 
Beecher’s Cascade, one of the most beau- 
tiful of the White Mountain falls, and many 
other places so much admired by summer 
visitors; also, because it is easy of access 
by the public. Another forest park will 
soon be established in Dublin. The sum- 
mer residents of that town have made a 
contribution for the purchase of a large 
area on Mount Monadnock. The titles to 
both of these tracts are in dispute and 
the cases are in the courts. When they are 
decided the State will be in possession of 
two valuable forest parks. 

In addition to these two tracts, M. C. 
Wentworth, of Jackson, has offered a con- 
tribution toward the establishment of a 
reseryation in. the vicinity of.Carter Netch, 
but other contributions will be needed be- 
fore the purchase can be made. Enthusiasts 

say the forestry commission is useless; 
that it has accomplished nothing. This is 
not true. It is laboring earnestly and faith- 
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fully. It has visited the lumbermen and 
set before them the injury they are doing 
to themselves by this reckless cutting; and 
if the present destruction continues the 
mountain forests will be destroyed in twen- 
ty years, if ever. These men have been 
shown, from experiments in foreign coun- 
tries, that if they would cut nothing less 
than 12 inches in diameter at the stump 
another crop could be cut in fifteen or 
twenty years, for the removal of the ma- 
ture trees would cause, the young growth 
to increase more rapidly. Some of these 
companies have laughed at the idea, saying 
they worked for the present and cared 
nothing for the future. Others, like the 
Russell Paper Company, the Fall Mountain 
Company and the Winnipiseogee Company, 
which have large establishments, arid sons 
growing up to take their places, under- 
stand that if the present consumption con- 
tinues their business will soon be ended. 
These companies have decided to adhere 
to the 12-inch limit. This is a great gain. 
They have also been told of the injury they 
are doing the hotel men, who have so much 
capital invested all through the State, if the 
summer visitor ceases to come. 

The most important question presented, 
however, is that of the water supply. In 
these mountain forests are the sources of 
the Saco, Ammonoosuc and Merrimack 
rivers. If these sources are not protected. 
the flow into the rivers will be lessened, 
causing great disaster to mill property 
along their shores. It is well known that 
the Merrimack River turns more ma- ; 
chinery than any other river in the United 
States, and some say in the world. What 
a loss would be incurred if these mills 
should be closed! The very thought of this 
should incite us to greater action, and at 
once, 

The commission would like a school for 
forestry established in connection with the 
agricultural college at Durham, where tree 
culture could be studied, as in New York 
and Europe. To accomplish any of the re- 
sults set forth, public sentiment must be 
awakened. George H. Moses, the secretary 
of the forestry commission, will lecture be- 
fore any of the women’s clubs for his ex- 
penses. The forestry committee of the fed- 
eration, earnestly recommends that every 
club in the State invite him to give a. pub- 
lic lecture, to which the men shall be in- 
vited, especially the representatives of the 
town who are ‘so soon to attend the Legisla- 
ture. The lectures of Mr. Moses are full of 
interest and practical information. How 
much more instructive and beneficial they 
would be to us than so many essays on 

“joy,” “love” and “beauty,” for which we 
pay such high prices. If we wish an appro- 
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would give a few dollars to our federation 
treasurer to be presented to the forestry 
commission,’ it would have an immense in- 
fluence. “Such a small stm would be of no 
account,” I hear some one say. Every great 
enterprise has had its rise in a small begin- 
ning. If we should start a fund, however 
small, it would soon receive additions. The 
State, seeing our good work, would be like- 
ly to grant an appropriation, the summer 
visitor would add a Jittle, and the hotel 
man, The committee fully believe, if the 
clubs employ Mr. Moses to lecture, and 
commence a fund, at the close of the year a 
sufficient amount of money would be ob- 
tained to make some desirable purchases. 
Let us labor for this end, believing that 
New Hampshire will be forever blessed 
with beauty, wealth and prosperity.— 
Franklin Falls Journal.
